L ouse with his fam ily that day 
and 
was sleeping in one of the 
room s 
twhen Shea entered. 
H earing a noise and 
finally 
n o ­ 
tic in g a stranger approaching, 
Mr. 
H o lw a y called ®ut to know what 
was wanted, but Shea paid 
no a t­ 
ten tion to the question. 
Seizing his revolver, a 44-calibre, 
M r. H o lw a y asked a 
second 
time 
w h a t 
was 
wanted, but 
again 
re­ 
c e iv e d no reply, and in consequence 
fired a shot at random to frighten 
the supposed burglar. 
Instead of retreating. Shea c o n ­ 
tinued to advance, when 
H o lw a y 
fired a second shot, 
and this was 
the one that struck the intruder. 
T h e ball entered 
the right temple, 
passing on to the scalp, producing 
a groove in the bone as it passed 
b a ck w a rd about four 
inches and 
then left the scalp without having 
penetrated the skull. 
A s quickly as possible a m essen­ 
g e r was dispatched after Dr. S. K. 
Craw ford, and he was summoned 
b y telephone from the water works, 
about 5 o ’clock Sunday morning. 
H e responded prom ptly and S h e a ’s 
wound,

dressed, after which he was taken 
hom e, since which time he has been 
getting along as well as could be 
expected.
